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A Message  from  the  Board 

It  is  timely  to  take  a short  back- 
ward glance  at  our  accomplishments 
as  we  approach  our  tenth  year,  in 
addition  to  assessing  our  present 
in  place  capabilities  for  moving 
fonv'ard.  The  Foundation  has  grown 
to  42  chapters,  l6  volunteer  infor- 
mation resource  centers,  and  over 
22,000  volunteers.  This  netu-ork  of 
people  with  purposeful  dedication 
has  participated  in  many  discov'eries 
over  the  years — all  a necessary 
prelude  to  that  major  discovery 
we  all  await.  As  part  of  our  overall 
research  program  and  through  our 
Scientific  AcK'isory'  Board’s  oversight, 
w'e  have  provided  direct  binding 
support  totaling  $6 14,982  to  the 
following  nine  major  research 
centers:

Research

four  centers,  thus,  bringing  the  total 
centers  supiiorted  to  nine.  Tlirough 
the  Retina  Donor  Program,  xxe  haxe 
continued  to  regi.ster  RP  donors 
xvho  xvill  their  eyes  after  death  tti 
re.search  on  retinal  degenerations. 

Tliis  program  is  ojx-ning  nexx-  re 
.search  opiiortunities;  a majxir  step 
in  fineling  the  e-airse-s  of re-tinal 
de-generations. 
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We  express  our  appreciation  to 
the  Eye  B^mk  Asscxiation  of  America 
and  the  Medical  Eye  Biink  of  Mary- 
kind  for  their  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance in  this  program. 

Fund  Raising 

In  Fiscal  1979  we  raised  (unre- 
striaed)  $912,351-133,671  more 
than  the  Foundation  raised  in  fiscal 
1978;  in  fiscal  1980,  we  raised 
$1,129,773. 

In  our  second  year  of  participa- 
tion in  the  Combined  Federal 
Campaign  (CFC),  over  $53,000  was 
contributed  to  the  RP  Foundation 
by  concerned  Federal  employees. 
Public  Awareness  and  Education 

Two  national  Public  Awareness 
campaigns  were  designed  and  will 
be  programmed  in  the  Fall  and 
Spring  of  each  year  (to  coincide  with 
Daylight  Saving  Time). 

The  theme  of  “There’s  an  answer 
if  only  you’ll  help  us  find  it:  appeared 
on  billboards,  in  magazines,  news- 
papers, and  even  in  transit  and  sub- 
way posters  nationwide. 

For  the  second  time,  the  Founda- 
tion’s campaign  received  support 
and  recognition  by  the  Ad  Council 
through  its  “Bi-monthly  Bulletin’’. 
Human  Services 

Providing  adequate  information 
and  assisting  with  referral  to  services 
continue  to  be  the  primary'  goals 
of  the  Retinitis  Pigmentosa  Founda- 
tion’s Human  Serv'ices  program. 

The  Foundation  has  developed  a 
resource  file  of  related  professionals 
nationwide. 

Working  with  established 
agencies  and  individuals  around 
the  country',  the  Foundation  has 
assisted  people  with  RP  and  allied 
retinal  degenerations  to  find  financial 
assistance,  low  vision  aids  and 
proper  vocational  rehabilitation. 

For  the  future  we  hope  to  accom- 
plish the  following: 

• Pursuit  of  our  research  program 

including  professional  and 


scientific  oversight,  coordination, 
and  exchange  of  information  on 
retinitis  pigmentosa,  macular 
degeneration,  Usher’s  syndrome 
and  other  inherited  retinal  degen- 
erative diseases,  nationally  and 
internationally,  among  the  scien- 
tific community. 

• Funding  additional  scientific 
pursuits  which  are  determined  by 
the  Scientific  Advisory  Board  to  be 
applicable  and  meaningful  to  our 
overall  effort. 

• Formalization  and  implementa- 
tion on  a national  scale  of  our 
Retina  Donor  Program. 

• Expansion  of  our  public  awareness 
effort  to  provide:  (a)  national 
identification  of  the  RP  Founda- 
tion with  daylight  saving  time 
(both  in  spring  and  fall);  (b)  more 
specific  educational  materials 
concerning  retinal  degenerations 
as  needed;  and  (c)  greater  promul- 
gation of  the  results  of  our 
research  efforts  to  a broad 
audience  in  technical  and 
laymen’s  terms. 

• Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
strengthening  our  overall  organiza- 
tion, improving  our  programs  and 
services  for  assisting  chapters,  and 
enhancing  the  efficiency  of  our 
fund  raising  capability. 

A great  deal  has  already  been 
accomplished,  thanks  to  our 
volunteers,  advisors,  supporters 
and  contributors.

Message  from  the  Executive  Director 


1 welcome  this  opportunity  to 
report  on  the  progress  of  the  RP 
Foundation  during  the  fiscal  year 
1980.  As  the  Foundation  prepares  to 
recognize  its  tenth  year  of  commit- 
ment and  challenge,  we  come  to 
realize  that  discovety'  is  a part  of  both 
our  past  and  our  future. 

This  was  a year  of  particular 
achie\'ement  for  the  Foundation  as 
we  raised  over  a million  dollars  for 
the  first  time  in  our  history.  As  a 
result,  our  support  of  research  efforts 
this  year  was  the  highest  ever.  Al- 
though we  raised  24%  more  fiinds 
we  must  remember  that  the  13%  in- 
flation rate  cut  deeply  into  our  sup- 
port of  research  grants.  Although  we 
now  fund  59  investigators  working 
internationally,  the  Foundation  wants 
to  continue  to  expand  our  commit- 
ments and  continue  our  growth. 

In  the  RP  Foundation’s  second 
year  of  participation  in  the  Com- 
bined Federal  Campaign,  we  re- 
ceived over  $53,000  in  designations 
from  federal  employees  in  l6  sep- 
arate areas:  Alabama;  Arizona;  Wash 
ington,  D.C.;  California;  Colorado; 
Florida;  Kansas;  Massachusetts;  New 
York;  Ohio;  Pennsylvania;  Ten- 
nessee; Texas  and  overseas.  The  CFC 
Campaign  is  a program  whereby 
federal  employees  at  locations  all 
over  the  world  contribute  to  a listing 
of  23  national  health  agencies  and 
other  service  organizations.  Com- 
bined Federal  Campaign  collectively 
raises  more  than  $87  million  for  a 
broad  range  for  health  research  with- 
in the  U.S. 

At  the  national  level,  we  are 
pleased  with  the  controlled  growth 
of  our  staff  and  the  manner  in  which 
they'  are  helping  to  move  one  of  the 
youngest  national  health  agencies 
into  a position  of  prominence. 
During  the  past  year  our  human  ser- 
vices program  adc'anced  in  its  capa- 
city to  serv'e  both  people  with  in- 
herited retinal  degenerations  and 
their  families  in  a variety  of  ways.  We 


ha\'e  developed  a comprehensive 
public  awareness  and  education 
plan  to  reach  countless  people  across 
the  country. 

The  42  affiliated  chapters  con- 
tinued to  be  directed  by  a dedicated 
and  hard  working  corps  of  volun- 
teers. This  effort,  with  the  support  of 
staff  at  the  national  level,  enabled  the 
Foundation  to  maintain  its  low  fund 
raising  and  management  expenses. 
The  chapters  launched  a diversified 
fund  raising  program  this  year  to 
reduce  the  focus  on  special  events. 
The  results  produced  a stronger  sup- 
port from  the  business  community. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  track 
record  so  far,  but  the  basic  questions 
still  remain;  What  causes  retinal  de- 
generative diseases?  How  can  we 
treat  them?  How  can  we  cure  them? 
How  can  we  prevent  them?  To  move 
toward  the  answers  during  the  next 
decade,  we  plan  to  take  a number  of 
important  steps  on  many  fronts. 
These  steps  will  all  require  major  fi- 
nancial commitments.  We  want  to 
develop  more  centers  for  research, 
all  cooperating,  all  working  towards 
the  same  goal.  We  hope  to  increase 
the  number  of  screening  centers  for 
the  ITT  Night  Vision  Aid.  We  want  to 
expand  our  human  service  program 
and  increase  our  chapter  network  to 
reach  more  people.  And  one  of  our 
highest  priorities  is  to  increase 
public  awareness  of  these  diseases 
and  our  work. 

With  all  that  we  now  have  in  the 
works  and  with  a strong  commitment 
to  do  even  more,  the  decade  ahead 
is  a most  promising  and  challenging 
one.

retinal  degenerations.  VUiere  possi- 
ble, the  Foundation  undertakes  a 
shiired  responsibility' — nearly  all 
grantees  simultaneously  hold 
research  grants  from  the  National 
Eye  Institute.  By  this  means,  the 
Foundation  serves  a catalytic  role, 
either  in  the  initiation  of  a new 
research  effort  or  in  the  expansion 
of  one  already  established,  w'hile 
at  the  same  time  sharing  responsi- 
bility' for  scientific  re\’iew  and 
financial  support. 

The  RP  Retina  Donor  Program 
is  a critical  part  of  our  research 
program.  Though  the  RP  Retina 
Donor  Program  is  just  getting  under- 
^’ay,  research  findings  of  signifi- 
cance can  be  attributed  to  it.  It  is 
increasingly  clear  to  us  that,  if  there 
is  to  be  a breakthrough  in  the  under- 
standing of  degenerati\'e  diseases 
of  the  retina,  there  must  be  an  effec- 
ti\'e  retina  donor  program. 

Although  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  children  and  young  adults  are 
affected  by  retinal  degenerations, 
v'ery'  few  human  eyes  ha\'e  even 
been  studied.  We  feel  certain  that 
the  eyes  which  are  donated  to  the 
Foundation  will  provide  opportuni- 


ties to  our  researchers  that  cannot 
be  obtained  in  any  other  way  so  that 
the  vision  of  others  can  be  saved.  In 
addition,  the  donation  at  death  of 
eyes  from  relatives  who  themselves 
do  not  have  retinal  degenerations 
will  be  studied  for  comparative 
research  analysis.

The  largest  amount  of  funds 
raised  by  the  RP  Foundation  (60%) 
continues  to  come  from  the  Chap- 
ters. CK’er  22,000  \’olunteers  in 
42  local  Chapters  were  actively 
in\  ol\'ed  with  special  events, 
membership  dri\'es  and  federated 
campaigns. 

Volunteers  continued  to  discover 
new  mechanisms  for  raising  funds 
for  research  through  special  benefit 
programs.  During  the  last  fiscal 


year,  volunteers  rode  bicycles 
(in  Rhcxie  Island)  horses  (in  Cleve- 
land ) and  race  cars  ( in  North  Carolina 
and  other  chapters)  to  raise  frinds. 
They  choreographed  dinner  dances 
in  Manhattan  and  Los  Angeles  and 
stayed  at  home  (for  profit!)  in 
Chicago.  In  Baltimore  and  New 
Jersey,  RP  volunteers  went  to  the 
movies  while  Connecticut  held  its 
annual  Marching  Drum  and  Bugle 
Corps  competition.  Orange  Coun- 
tians  and  Long  Islanders  played  golf 
w'hile  in  Alabama,  volunteers  played 
a special  baseball  game  for  RP 


research.  Washingtonians  walked 
while  Floridians  skated  for  sight. 

In  Miami,  volunteers  formed  a 250 
Club  for  both  fun  and  profit.  A big 
fund  raiser  continues  to  be  the  ad 
journals  asstxiated  with  a variety  of 
these  events.  These  were  but  a 
few  of  the  imaginative  fund  raisers 
held  all  over  the  country.

Public  Awareness 

Public  awareness  has  been 
underscored  in  our  strategic  plan- 
ning as  a critical  support  area  for 
accomplishment  of  our  stated  mis- 
sion of  finding  the  answers  through 
research. 

Two  coordinated  national  public 
awareness  campaigns  chaired  by 
National  1 lonorary^  Chairman  Ben 
Gazzara  have  been  designed  and 
planned  each  year  to  coincide  with 
daylight  savings  time — one  in  the 
spring  and  one  in  the  fall.  Also, 
a travelling  exhibit  has  been  devel- 
oped which  will  be  shown  around 
the  country'  at  professional  and 
medical  meetings.  During  the  past 
year,  over  29,000  people  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  learn  about  the 
Foundation  through  this  exhibit. 

With  the  overwhelming  support 
of  the  Foundation’s  Sports  Chair- 
man, superstar  Richard  Petty,  and  a 
committee  composed  of  Cale 
Yarborough,  Darrell  Waltrip  and 
Bobby  Allison,  “Races  for  Sight”  have 
been  held  around  the  National  Asso- 
ciation for  StcK'k  Car  Auto  Racing 
( NASCAR)  circuit. 

Davicl  Doyle,  .star  of  “Charlie’s 
Angels”  and  his  wife  Anne,  who 
has  Rl\  brought  additional  attention 
to  the  Founclation’s  efforts  with  their 
appearance  on  “Gcxxl  Morning, 
America”.  Tlie  Doyles  are  also 
heav'ily  invoK'ed  in  the  efforts  of  the 


Foundation’s  Greater  Los  Angeles 
Chapter. 

This  year  too,  the  Foundation 
discovered  new  friends — like  come- 
dian, Dav'id  Brenner — who  gener- 
ously volunteered  to  assist  in  the 
Foundation’s  Riblic  Awareness 
campaign  during  the  coming  year. 

To  bolster  the  Public  Ser\'ice 
efforts  even  further,  Steve  Allen  and 
his  wife,  Jayne  Meadows,  produced 
several  television  public  awareness 
spots  for  both  retinitis  pigmentosa 
and  Usher’s  sy'ndrome.  Beverly  Sills 
set  the  machinery'  in  motion  for 
another  RP  benefit  concert — this  one 
held  in  Bimtingham,  Alabama.  Ron 
Guidry  and  Reggie  Jackson  of  the 
New  York  Yankees,  Brooks  Robinson 
(former  Oriole),  quarterback  Ken 
Stabler  of  the  Houston  Oilers,  and 
Bert  Jones  of  the  Baltimore  Colts 
Foundation.  Sports  commentator 
Vin  Scully  has  volunteered  his 
time  to  the  Greater  Los  Angeles 
Chapter  on  many  occasions. 

“The  Celebrity  Family  Feud”  TV 
game  show  contributed  over  $ 17,000 
to  the  Foundation  through  the 
enthusiastic  efforts  of  the  stars  of 
“Tliree’s  Company”:  Norman  Fell, 
Audra  Lindley,  John  Ritter,  Susanne 
Somers,  and  Joyce  Dewitt  and  “The 
Ropers”. 

With  the  help  of  our  new' 
Director  of  Riblic  Iniomiation, 
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(Hir  future  public  avvareness  pro 
grams  will  be  better  planned  and 
ctx)rdinated,  and  chapters  will  be 
pro\  ided  v%  ith  e\  en  more  proles 
sional  public  aw'areness  materials 
and  assistance  thai  ever  Ixdbre. 

Plans  for  the  National  l\iblic 
Avs'areness  l^ogram  in  the  future 
include:  de\  elopment  of  a national 
speakers  bureau,  continued  cooper 
ative  effon  with  the  Council, 
more  infbmiation  exchange  between 
chapters  and  national,  and  other 
wa>  s to  bring  news  of  our  work  and 
needs  to  as  bnwd  an  audience  as 
ixxssible.

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Treasurer’s  Report 

In  fiscal  1980,  total  combined 
unrestricted  rexenues  ol  national 
headquarters  and  its  affiliated 
chapters  amounted  to  $ 1 . 1 29,773, 
a 24%  increase  o\’er  fiscal  1979.  Tliis 
growth  was  made  possible  by  the 
dedication  and  commitment  of  our 
volunteer  network  and  the  cc:)ntribu 
tions  c:)f  many  individuals,  founda- 
tions LUid  corporations.  Unrestricteci 
program  expenses  increased  57% 
over  lO'^O  from  $662,627  to 
$1,037,969.  Tills  increase  is  due  in 
large  part  to  additional  research 
grant  aw  ards  made  in  fiscal  1980  as 
we  continue  to  expand  our  support 
of  research  activities  both  nationally 
and  intemationalK'. 

Vi'e  are  ver\'  proud  to  report  that 
of  the  unrestricted  revenues  received 
in  fiscal  1980, 92%  was  expended 
for  our  program  serc  ices  ( including 
60%  for  research),  11%  was  expended 
for  management  and  general  ex- 
penses and  only  6%  for  fund  raising 
expenses.  The  total  of  these  percent- 
ages exceeds  100%  due  to  the 
$103,616  deficit  resulting  principally 
from  the  increase  in  research  grants 
awarded  in  fiscal  1980. 

Total  public  support  and  reve- 
nues for  fiscal  1980  is  approximately 
$1,000,000  greater  than  in  fiscal  1979. 
Such  increase  includes  $630,000 
relating  to  a restricted  gift  awarded 
to  the  Foundation  to  establish  a pro- 
fessorship of  ophthalmology'  for  the 
study  of  retinal  degenerations  at 
Harvard  University.  Re.stricted  re 
search  expenses  for  fiscal  1980 
include  a $"00,000  grant  awarded  by 
the  Foundation  to  e.stablish  this 
professcaship. 

The  Board  ofTaistees  has  ap- 
proved planned  research  expendi- 
tures approximating  $2.4  million 
for  support  of  awards  and  grants 
to  re.search  facilities  and  other 
specific  research  programs  through 
1983.  Expenditures  under  research 
programs  in  fi.scal  1980  were  signi- 
ficantly greater  than  in  fi.scal  1979 
as  w'e  e.stablished  four  additional 


research  centers.  Since  our  available 
unre.stricted  funds  as  ofjune  30, 

1980  of  $ 1 ,494,859  fall  shc^rt  of  our 
planned  research  expenditures,  the 
Foundatictn  has  launched  a major 
flind- raising  campaign  to  t:)btain  the 
resources  needed  to  continue  and 
coordinate  our  research  efforts. 

Our  ct:)mbined  financial  state- 
ments have  been  prepared  in  con- 
formity'with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  for  v'oluntary 
health  and  welfare  organizations 
and  have  been  audited  by  Peat, 
Marw'ick,  Mitchell  & Co.,  indepen- 
dent certified  public  accountants. 

The  Retinitis  Pigmentosa  Foun- 
dation meets  the  standards  of  the 
National  Information  Bureau  and 
the  eligibility  criteria  set  forth 
by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment for  participation  in  the  Com- 
bined Federal  Campaign.  The 
Foundation’s  programs  continue 
to  be  recommended  to  the  media 
by  the  Advertising  Council,  Inc. 

The  national  headquarters 
budget  is  reviewed  and  approv'ed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.
